A. Nuisance 


N the back page of this 

paper there appears a 
selection of photographs 
showing how victims of the 
Christmus night squatter 
fire have been allowed to 
erect flimsy and temporary 
huts on tho footpaths of a 
number of residential 
streeta in the Shumshulpo 
area, They illustrate, prob- 


ably more effectively than | 


words, a new problem which 
has been created. The huta 
cut off light ond alr from a 
large number of ground floor 
residents jn the permanent 
bulldings, obstruct pedes- | 
trinns and must, of 
necessity, present fire 
hazards and cause un- 
hyxiente conditions — and 
odours of on unpleasant 
nature. There is no lack of 
public sympathy for the 
plight of these dispossessed 
apunciecs and ono under- 
estimation of the difficulties 
which beset the Authorities 
in finding them temporary 
accommodation pending 
thelr resettlement. But we 
must confess that we cannot 
understand why permission 
hos been granted tv fire 
victims to — erect huts 
indiscriminately in residen- 
tlal streets and adjoining 
back Janes where they 
definitely constitute a public | 
nuisance and a menace to 
health. Moreover, surely 
people who are paying rents | 
and rates for their accom. 
modation are entitled to 
some consideration? We 
have no doubt that if any 
of thuse residenta were 
themselves to build struc- 
tures oon the pavements 
outilde of the flats and 
tenements, they would very 
smartly be ordered to 
remove them tn the interests 
of health, sanitation and In 
order tu preserve pedes- 
trians’ right of way to the 
footpaths. We are aware 
that there {is a gross 
shortage of open areas in 
the Shumshuipo and 
Monykok districts; on the 
other hand, surely some 
better and more intelligent 
effort could be made to tem- 
porarily resettie the fire 
victims in places where they 
would not: be a public 
nulsnnee. It will be some 
time before the squatters 
can be moved back to their 
burnt-out site and rehoused 
in proper huts, and it is 
precisely this fact which 
makes it imperative that 
every foot of nearby open 
space should bo found and 
mnde use of for the time 
being, and that the, hutments 
now causing obstruction and 
a nuisance in residential 
streets be removed.

WEEKLY 
ROTATION OF 
MEETINGS 


Berlin, Jan, 17. 


The Berlin four-power Foreign Ministers’ 
conference will take place in weekly rotation at 
the Allied Control authority building in West 


Berlin and at the Soviet 


Embassy in East Berlin, 


according to a four-power communique issued 


tonight. 


The Ministers would meet in the West Berlin 
building during the first week, in the Sovict 
Embassy in the second week, in West Berlin again 
for the third week, and “thereafter the place of the 
meetings will depend upon the course of the con- 
ference,” the communique said. 

It added that experts were nominated for the 
preparation of “a number of technical arrange- 


ments.” 


The four-power communique throughout referred 
to the Soviet Embaasy as “the residence of the USSR 
High Commissioner in Germany,” indicating the dual 
role of Soviet High Commissioner Vladimir Semeonov 


who is also Soviet Ambassador to East Germany.

Reduction In Crime 


Many distinguished guests attended the 
ceremonial opening of the Assizes for 1954 at the 
Supreme Court this morning, when a brief review 
of the activities of the Judicial Department during 


1953 was given by the 


Hon. the Senior :Puisne 


Judge (Mr Justice T. J. Gould), who. read the 


address which was to have been 
the Chief Justice (Sir Gerard 


iven by the Hon. 
owe), who was 


unfortunately indisposed and unable to attend the 


ceremonies. 


The sympathy felt by all at the indisposition of the 
Chief Justice was expressed by the Hon. the Attorney- 
General (Mr Arthur Ridehalgh, QC), who sald they all 
trusted it was nothing more than: an ind{sposition and 
that he would soon be jn full health again. 


In the address read by Mr 
Justice Gould, the Chief Justice 
suld that in the Assizes he was 
pleased to report a falling off in 
crime, but murder had un= 
fovtunatsly chown a rizt. 

Referring to the introduction 
s¢ Dis riet Courts, which have 
beth civil and criminal jurisdic- 
ticn, the Chief Justice said 
there Courts have Justified their 
function. “These Courts were 
on attempt to bring cheap, con- 
venient ond speedy law to the 
peopie, and in this I consider 
they have succeeded,” he de- 
clared.

Over the years, hls name 
has become synonymous 
with the long, tough “Sally 
Ann" war against poverty, 
crime, violence, and misery. 
General Osborn has per- 
sonally taken that fight to 
the farthest corners of the 
world. 

It has been an uncompro- 
mising fight and one that 
would surely wear out any 
man. But General Osborn 
has never shown any traces 
of the strain. 


HE IS WORRIED 


He was merely afraid 
that he might begin to show 
aligns of wear—and he is 
worried about his move- 
ment, 

“We are not militant 
enough,” he told the con- 
ference. “We must not be- 
come a movement that set- 
tles down in halls and sings 
songs.” 

The Army has always 
sung songs, but it has never 
“gettled down in halls.” It 
started in the wretched 
slums of nineteenth century 
England, among the “gin 
mills” and stinking tene- 
menta. 

It tuought food and clothes 
along with the Gospel, and hot

(which he joined in 1900) ho 
rose quickly and went through 
a succession of top posis— 
General Secretary for New 
dean, chief of the Inter- 
nattonal Trulning College, Ter- 
ritcral Commander for Britain 
and finally, in 1946, top Gen- 
eral,

sured that. Poverty and misery 
wee not nearly so widespread 
ond, in Britain at least, the 
necd for hot soup is small. 

And some of Its members,

He is not alarmed by loduy’s 
yout --on the contrary, he

example,”

hours. It will carry 76 to 131

It is based on the Avro 
Vulcan @elta-wing bomber now 
in super-priority production for 
the Royal Air Force.
